Associated General Contractors. 

Thomas E. Flynn, interna- 
tional representative of the AFL 
Teamsters, said: “We have de- 
cided to go in the interest of 
all parties concerned.”

JULY WHOLESALE 
PRICES HIGHEST 
OF YEAR SO FAR 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11 (AP) 
—Wholesale prices as measured 
by the Governmen treached their 


highest level of the year last 
month. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said today its wholesale price in- 
dex rose 1.3 per cent in July to 
110.9 per cent of the 1947-1949 
average. The previous high, 110 
per cent, was last March. The 
July rise, BLS said, was the larg- 
est single monthly rise in two 
and one-half ‘years. 

Farm products rose 2.6 per cent, 
while processed Yoods went up 
2.1 per cent. 

Higher prices for livestock, 
poultry, milk and grain were 
responsible for the general in- 
crease in the level of farm prod- 
ucts wholesale prices.

Resembles Stalin Budget. 


The new Soviet budget closely | 000 


resembles those which the Reds 
published while Prime Minister | y 
Joseph Stalin was alive, officials 
said. It shows no significant 
changes in expenditures from 
last year, except for the increase 
in arms outlays. 

Thus the budget justifies no 
great hopes for a shift toward 
softer Kremlin policies either 
at home or abroad, in the offi- 
cial American view. 

“This budget wouldn't have 
surprised us if Stalin had given 
it out,” one official said. 

Stalin’s successors proclaim 
that they are going to do more 
than he did to improve the lot 
of the masses, but experts here 
see no sign of any such intention 
in the budget. 


There is not evidence of any 
plan to shift production from 
producers’ to consumers’ goods. 
Outlays for “social and cultural 
services” are increased from 
124,800,000,000 rubles in 1952 to 
129,800,000,000 this year, but the 
total budget is 530,500,000,000 
for 1953, compared with 476,900,- 
000,000 for 1952, so that expen- 
ditures for “social and cultural 
services” will constitute a small- 
er proportion of total outlays this 
year than they did in 1952—24.5 
per cent compared with 26.2 per 
cent, 

Cheerless Prospects. | 

These figures, plus the 25 per- 
cent increase in military expen- 
ditures, hardly suggest that an 
easier life is just around the 
corner for either the Russian 
people of any others in the 
world, officials here argue. 


Malenkov's speech on Satur- 
day bears out the cheerless pros- 
pects conjured up by the budget. 
He made no peaceful gestures, 
put forward no suggestion that 
the Kremlin is prepared to do 
anything to ease world tensions, 
said nothing about the possi- 
bility of a high level Big Four 
meeting and gave no indication 
ef any change in Soviet policy 
on either Germany or Japan. 

He attacked the United States 
in general and President Eisen- 
hower in particular. He claimed 
the Korean conflict had ended 
in a victory for the Reds and 
his overtures to Russia’s neigh- 
bors were all calculated to un- 
dermine the American positions 
in those countries. 

Seemed Self-Confident. 

Both the tone and the content 
of Malenkov’s speech seemed to 
show great personal self-confi- 
dence as well as national in- 
transigence, officials here think. 
Malenkov seems clearly to be 
“the number one man” in the 
Kremlin, they said.

Concealéd Spending. 

Much more important than 
these considerations, however, 
is the fact that the amounts 
listed in published Soviet 
budgets for defense are known 
to include only a fraction of 
the totals actually spent on 
armaments. 

Additional military outlays 
are concealed in other budget 
categories. For example, mili- 
tary hospitals are built and 
maintained with funds listed 
under “social and cultural serv- 
ices,” and arms factories gre 
provided for under “national 
economy.” 

Most significant..of all, the 
Soviets have budgeted 83,700,- 
000,000 rubles this year — pur- 
poses which are not specified. 
Much if not most of this amount 
will be devoted to atomic and 
hydrogen bomb development, 
American officials believe. Other 
purposes for which this fund 
will be spent probably include 
secret police operations at home 
and abroad, military stockpiling 
and electronic development pro- 
grams. 

Security Outlays. 

The Reds habitually set aside 
huge funds for purposes they 
do not specify, but this year’s 
amount—83,700,000,000 rubles— 
is 40,200,000,000, or 92 per cent 
more than was budgeted for un- 
specified purposes last year, and 
is an even greater increase over 
the amounts in this gategory in 
other budgets since World 
II. 

Experts here reason that this 
category covers “sensitive,” se- 
curity outlays, or it wouldn’t be 
kept secret, and that the Reds 
must be engaging in major new 
programs or they wouldn’t pro- 
vide for such an enormous in- 
crease this year. The most 
likely explanation is that the 
Kremlin is devoting much if not 
most of these new funds to de- 
velopment of atomic and hydro- 
gen weapons, officials think. 

This belief seems all the more 
justified in as much as no ex- 
plicit provision for such pro- 
grams is made elsewhere in the 
published budget figures.

Congress s recess with the issue of Niagara 
Falls power still unsettled affords a breathing 
space in which the Administration can give it 
more studied consideration. A bill to allow five 
private power companies to develop the site 
was passed in the House but was stymied in the 
Senate. | 

Is the Niagara Falls project an instance in 
which private enterprise can do the job as well 


as public enterprise and should therefore be 


preferred? 


« In some respects it is. 


Often a dam must be built by the Federal 
Government if it is built at all, because no pri- 
vate or state agency can afford to put up the 
large amount of money invalved. In the Niagara 
case the five associated utility companies are 
willing to put up the money, some $400,000,000. 

Another frequent deterrent to private de- 
velopment is that it would sacrifice some of 
the multiple purposes that could be ‘realized 
in a public development. Power would be pro- 
duced, but sometimes not as much power, aud 


no flood control, irrigation, navigation at all. 
* . * N 


At Niagara there is no purpose to be served 
but power production. The same amount of 
power will be generated and the beauty of the 
falls will be preserved whether the dam is built 
by the five utilities or by the public agency 
which seeks to build it, the New York State 
Power Authority. The bill providing for the 
State Authority to handle the project is spon- 
sored by Senator Ives of New York.. 

In one major respect the private utilities’ 
offer is decidedly inferior to that of the state 
authority. The five companies plan to sell the 
power wholesale at the dam at 6 mills a kilo- 
watt-hour—the state authority, at 2.3 mills. 
Why should private enterprise wholesale it at 
more than twice the price at which it would be 
available under public enterprise? 

In still another major respect both the pri- 
vate and the public plans contain a grave fault. 
Neither would include the preference clause 
which gives publicly and co-operatively owned 
retail distribution systems first call on the 
electricity produced from the nation’s streams. 

The preference clause recognizes that the 
rivers helonging to the people are not tapped 
for electricity as an end in itself. The end is 
putting the electricity to the greatest service of 
the most people. That philosophy has been na- 
tional policy for 47 years, in Republican and 
Democratic Administrations and Congresses. 
Leaving it out of the Niagara plans would set 
the clock back 50 years. 

* * * 

The general manager of one of the municipal 
electric systems in the area has this to say of 
what would happen if the preference clause 
were left out of the Niagara plans: “It would 
completely foreclose municipal systems from 
obtaining any power from this project.” 

Yet Gov. Dewey of New York opposes the 
preference clause and the director of the 
New York State Power Authority, John H. 
Burton, has testified that if his agency is au- 
thorized to build and operate the project there 
will be no preference clause in the regulations. 

The preference clause is even farther, if 
anything, from the five companies’ minds. An 
attempt by Representative Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Jr. of New York to add a preference- 
clause amendment to the private-companies bill 


in the House was voted down. 


By neither plan, accordingly, do the people, 
who own the falling water from which the 
electricity is to be produced, stand to gain. 
Plainly there need to be more hearings, better 
planning, more widespread knowledge of what. 
is at stake. 

Senator Lehman of New York and Repre- 
sentative Roosevelt are sponsoring a bill pro- 
viding for federal development of Niagara Falls 
power. It may prove to be the only safeguard of 


the general interest if neither private nor state 
- agency can be persuaded to serve the public.

Hearings on the Sewer Plan 

The eight public hearings scheduled for next 
month on the proposed Metropolitan Sewer 
District offer a chance for constructive criti- 
cism by those who have followed in detail the 
work of the city-county freeholders.. 

But what is likely to be of equal importance 
is the opportunity the hearings will present to 
the freeholders themselves to explain just what 
the plan is, what it is intended to do and how it 
would work. For the decisive test of their work 
will be at the polls. And the more widely the 
plan is understood, the greater its chance. 

One of its most striking features is the po- 
tential for economy and efficiency inherent in 
its structure, which is essentially that of the 
council-manager form of government that has 
worked so well in University City. At the pol- 
icy-making level, the district would be bi- 
partisan in nature and with city and county 
equally represented oh a six-member board of 
trustees. 

At the operating level it would be non- 
partisan, with competence and merit the only 
measures of performance. The district’s “man- 
ager” must be a professional engineer with at 
least 10 years practical and administrative ex- 
perience and all employes would be covered by 
a merit system.

As such, it 
throws considerable light on what is wrong in 
France these days. 


France is the richest and the most economi- 
cally independent country in Europe even if 
she is not the overwhelming power she was 
in the days of Louis XIV or Napoleon, But the 
resources of the country are not being brought 
to the support of the commonwealth as they 
should be. Wages remain low while inflation 
sends prices higher and higher. Income taxes 
are dodged with impunity while concealed taxes 
of all kinds weigh heavily on those hard put 
to make ends meet. C. L. Sulzberger summed 
it up for The New York Times thus: 

In essence the strikers are protesting 
against the economic imbalance of this 
rich country which continually feeble coali- 
tion governments been unable to cor- 
rect. . Despite great middle class wealth 
and a prosperous land bloc, the 
agricultural and industrial workers of 
France have never been able to protect 
their share of the national output against 
intermittent spirals of inflation. 

France really is riding a dangerous political 
and economic merry-go-round. Because the work- 
ing classes feel aggrieved, their representatives 
in parliament refuse to participate in the gov- 
ernment or even to support it. This means 
that no premier can rule without a coalition 
cabinet which involves too many compromises 
to permit collection and overhauling of taxes 
and otherwise setting internal affairs in good 
order. And the lack of internal strength, of 
course, leads to all manner of external weak- 


nesses. There is undue fear of the Germans. 


There is lack of will in Indochina. And there 
is no strong and confident voice in the coun- 
cil of nations. 


Neither one-day protest strikes nor work 
stoppages of longer duration, especially in pub- 
lic utilities, can possibly correct the situation. 
But they are a symptom of the malaise. France 
desperately needs leaders who can govern for 
the good of all, leaders who can set the French 
house in order and restore French prestige in 
the world. 


Canada Stays Liberal 


Canada’s voters have now done roughly the 
opposite of what the United States’ voters did 


last November. They have retained their part) 


of liberalism in office after almost as long a 
time—18 years—and rejected their party of 
conservatism. . 

In doing so they rejected some of the argu- 
ments. which the Republicans pleaded in the 
1952 elections in this country: promises to cut 


taxes, and appeals to keep the Republican 


party alive. 

In fact, the Republicans’ difficulty, in office, 
in carrying out their campaign promises to cut 
taxes and balance the budget, have been used 
by Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent, apparently 
with good effect. The leader of the Liberals 
told of these trials of “another political party 
in another land” as a “little bedtime story with 
a moral.” | 

The best consequence of the Canadian elec- 
tion, to the United States, is that our excellent 
neighbor to the north does not mean to return 
to the folly of high tariffs, import restrictions 
and a policy of autarchy. 

It is reassuring to see that Canadian voters 
apparently are not so much vexed by the United 
States’ increasing restrictions on Canadian trade 
that they are moved to retaliate. 

It will -be still more reassuring, however, if 
the Administration at Washington will repay 
them in kind by removing the provocative 
restrictions which have already been made. 

All this is closely tied in with the problem 
of agricultural surpluses in the United States. 


More vigorous efforts to cope with that problem 


would therefore contribute still further toward 
justifying the good will which Canadians evi- 
dently still feel for this country.

Democrats are out to sell a product as well as party line with 
plunge into magazine field, says business weekly; calls pocket-size 
monthly crisp, professional; question is how well it pays; late 
reports say elated publishers plan even bigger second edition. 


From Business Week 


The Democrats are out to sell a prod- 
uct—in addition to their staple New 
Deal-Fair Deal line for voters. Their 
product is a pocket-sized magazine— 
called the Democratic Digest. 

Through $3-a-year subscriptions and 
newsstand sales the party is attempting 
to market a commercial magazine with 
two objectives: To get converts to the 
Democratic cause, and to establish a 
profitable, or at least break-even, pub- 
lication. 

The first issue—dated August 
showed up on newsstands for 25 cents 
the copy. The first press run was over 
30,000, more than 20,000 being to paid 
subscribers. First among these was 
Harry S. Truman, who sent a $10 bill 
into national headquarters for himself 
and his brother, Vivien. 

Anyone who keeps even infrequently 
in touch with The New Yorker, Read- 
ers Digest, or the Sunday section of the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, will find the 
Democratic Digest a familiar type of 
magazine. 


It Has An “Egg Head” Flavor 


It’s got the Stevenson “egg head” 


flavor to it, to be sure. But still it’s 
crisply written and well-enough larded 
with politics to satisfy most any party 
functionary. Its cover, depicting the 
G.O.P. elephant hiding a golf instruc- 
tion book behind the federal budget, 
represents the lampooning tone to be 
expected. : 


The thing that interests the nonpoli- 
tician is the basic theory of the maga- 
zine. You need only recall ential 
candidate Adlai Stevenson’s Portland 
(Ore.) speech last fall on the “one- 
party” to understand what Na- 
tional airman Stephen Mitchell and 
his deputy Clayton Fritchey are aiming 
at. It's this: 


Around the country there are news- 


papers and speakers that are taking a 


critical look at the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. The feeling is too few people 
know what they are saying. So the 
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Democratic Digest, in culling the hun- 
dreds of papers and magazines that 
come out every week, will attempt to 
give the information to a reader who 
has the 25 cent-a-month interest in 
public affairs. 

This isn’t the first time that an or- 
ganization with a “cause” has tried to 
sell its wares commercially. In 1951 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers tried an attractive full-sized mag- 
azine, called “U.S.A.” Its content was 
professionally done, with a minimum 
of “party line.” It ceased publication, 
however, in less than a year. 


180,000 Copies on Next Issue 


Fritchey and managing editor Sam 
Brightman, who has been Youbling in 
brass as Democratic publicity director, 
bravely assert they have a better fu- 
ture. For one thing, they boast that the 
prepublication’s 20,000 subscriptions 
outdistance previous similar forts. 
Further, promotion manager John 
Hoving, former Wisconsin reporter, has 
a scheme for using political volunteers 
to double as vote-getters and subscrip- 
tion salesmen, He thinks this is an 
ace-in-the-hole. ' 

(Editor’s note: The United Press re- 
ports that Democratic officials are 
elated by the first success of their mag- 
azine and plan to increase its second 
edition to 180,000 copies. The first edi- 
tion ran to 140,000 copies. Subscription 
sales also have increased from 20,000 
in July to 31,500 now.) 


Fritchey hadn't been in national 
headquarters long—after a career as a 
Cleveland and New Orleans editor plus 
a stint at the Pentagon and at Steven- 
son headquarters last fall—before he 
cast an envious eye on the publicity 
organ of the women’s division of the 
Democratic party.

Thomas Carlyle once referred to eco- 
nomics as “the dismal science.” There 
are probably even today some intelli- 
gent laymen who would agree: In re- 
cent years, however, a number of at- 
tempts have been made by professional 
economists to make their subject less 
dismal, more understandable and even 
more enjoyable to the average reader. 
The book reviewed here is one of the 
best of such efforts. 

The authors—Arthur Upgren, who is 


dean and director of research at the 


Tuck School of Business at Dartmouth 
College, and Stahrl Edmunds, who is 

» senior economist 
at the McGraw-Hill 
Co.—have both had 
wide experience as 
college teachers of 
economics and as 
consultants to busi- 
ness firms.

Written in vivid,

their book should be easily 1 
hensible to the general reader with no 
formal education in economics. The 
chapters are headed with provocatively 
humorous titles, and nearly all of them 
contain pertinent tables, charts or 
graphs, many of which are embellished 
with little cartoons designed to render 
dull material more palatable.

Set-Back Near the Yalu. 


The “bring the boys home” 
demand beginning immediately 
after VJ-Day in 1945 was com- 
pounded by the economy drive 
of the Truman Administration. 
Under Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson, a low point was 
reached when the total number 
in the armed services was 1. 
462,496 with only 590,000 in the 
army. That low point was on 
June 30, 1950, just five days 
after the North Koreans at- 
tacked South Korea. 


The bitterest controversy of 
Bradley’s tour of duty in Wash- 
ington began to develop when 
American forces were driven 
back from the Manchurian bor- 
der with the entry into the war 
of many Chinese divisions. 

Then the deep split in the 
armed services concealed from 
the public in World War II 
broke into the open. This was 
a rivalry between Europe and 
Asia for supplies, men, ships, 
publicity with the rival factions 
centering around Gen. Eisen- 
hower in Eurepe and Gen. Mac- 
Arthur in Asia. 


Wrong War in Korea. 


As the tragedy of Korea 
brought this dispute into poli- 
tics, Bradley was drawn into it. 
Appearing before the Senate 
committee investigating Mac- 
Arthur’s dismissal, he testified 
that for an all-out effort Korea 
was the wrong war in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 

That was his military judg- 
ment-in relation to the poten- 
tiality of Soviet Russia and the 
need to safeguard the store- 
house of industrial capacity and 
know-how in Western Europe. 

For this he was pilloried as 
he knew he would be. He was 
accused of trying to defend the 
Truman Administration as later 
he was charged with inconsist- 
ency for not having challenged 


worn away, that may be seen 
as part of the great service he 
has rendered his country. 

It may in fact, despite his 
towering reputation as a field 


commander in the war in 
Europe, appear as his greatest 
contribution. For it leaves be- 
hind a precedent, an example, 
that cannot be ignored.

And it may be that the 
very fact of his patience and his 
modesty helped to irritate the 
blusterers and the egotists de- 
manding all the final, answers 
spelled out in certain terms with 
victory wrapped up in a bal- 
anced budget. . 

Bradley never professed to 
know all the answers. His mili- 
tary judgments were made with 
the recognition that in a world 
of chaos, revolution and u 
heaval one decision could only 
be assumed to be somewhat bet- 
ter than another. He listened 
to those who knew all the an- 
swers but he begged leave to 
differ. 

Bradley's goal has been to 
maintain a defense force suffi- 
cient to keep the peace in the 
world. He has seen the current 
military budget cut under $35 
billions by a new civilian team 
that did not ask his military 
opinion, As he steps out, he is 
fearful that, in the name of 
peace and economy, America’s 
armed strength will again be 
disastrously cut.

Idea for Hanging Light

O electric outlet at all in the

Flexible Bedtime

. HAT if they didn’t go right to bed at the proper 
bedtime?” a young father inquired of us recently. 


“What if you let them sit up till they are really 
sleepy and want to go to bed?” 

This revolutionary (at least in some circles) question 
interested us very much. We wonder how many other 
young parents ask themselves just this same question. We 
wonder how many put such a policy into practice? 

Primitive parents do, to a large extent, we are told. 
They allow their offspring to run around under foot until 
they are tired. And then they put them to bed or carry 
them to bed dead asleep. 

x X® -* 

OF COURSE, some families in this country probably 
do the same thing. But for the most part these are not the. 
ones who are consciously trying to do the “right thing” by 
their children. A 

People who are trying to do the best they can in bring- 
ing up their offspring, are, for the most part, extremely 
conscious, well beyond infancy, of the matter of the “proper” 
schedule. Three meals a day, and on time. Bedtime at a 
certain hour and no stalling. 

In general, this is probably a very good thing. In a 
large, or in a busy family, obviously a schedule helps things 
out tremendously. It saves time and it saves confusion. 

For certain types of children, too, a fairly rigid sched- 
ule is extremely desirable. Some children take to routine 
so naturally that they are lost and upset without it. 

And for the child who “needs” more sleep than he has 
“sense enough” to get, an imposed schedule saves a nightly 
battle in which the parent has to conquer the child’s dis- 
like of bedtime anew each night. 

Also, for the school child who is going to have to get 
up and go to school in the morning at an inevitably early 
hour, an early bedtime is rather essential.

HOWEVER, THERE ARE some children who do not 
fit into any of these categories. With preschoolers, some 
parents have found it interesting to continue something 
like the self-demand and self-regulation schedule of infancy. 
That is, to try letting the child go to bed at night when he’s 
sleepy and not before. 

To follow such a revolutionary policy would of course 
require that you really liked to have children around after 
dinner at night and that you don’t mind having your chil- 
dren usurp your evening hours—which they are capable of 
doing. Or you may be fortunate enough to have children 
who behave well enough to be a pleasure and not a nuisance. 

We would not go so far as to recommend such a policy 
for general use, but it might be interesting to see what ef- 
fect it would have on some of the common preschool bed- 
time and middle-of-the-night difficulties. Just one late 
night now and then might prove to be the necessary exhaust 
that would make a child realize that bed and sleep are 
wonderful after all.

The soil at sea bottom seemed 
sandy until we drew near and 
saw it was a field of queer round 
pebbles, tinted in delicate shades 
of rose and mauve.

A host of sting 
rays, eagle rays and skates 
rested flat on the pebbles.

When we glided motionless 
into the ray kingdom, they re- 
mained, rolling their big round 
eyes and closely watching us. 
The thicker bodies were preg- 
nant females, which retain their 
young for a long time, as if to 
launch them as capable as 
possible in the struggle for life. 

Spearing rays had no interest 
for us. The killing is simple and 
unworthy. In the early days we 
sometimes harpooned rays. One 
that we landed surprised us by 
giving birth on the sand. Phil- 
ippe Tailliez picked up one of 
the eight-inch calves to return 
it to the water. The newborn

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ISHERMEN are sometimes 

hurt by rays as they are 

raised into a boat. So they 
sever the tail when the animal 
is hauled in. The wounds are 
often infected. There is a poison 
gland in the tail, and the thick 
coat of mucus on the serrated 
stinger may plant infection in a 
wound. 

Rays are no danger to a diver. 
The ray will never attack a man. 
The celebrated stinger is not an 
offensive weapon—it is a reactor 
when it is molested. The stinger 
is located at the base of the tail, 
extending for only a sixth of its 
length. 

Frederic (Didi) Dumas, swims 
up behind a ray and grabs the 
end of the tail, an insurance 
against an accidental sting. The 
ray struggles to release its tail 
from his grasp, but it cannot 
manipulate the stinger while 
Dumas holds the tip.

It guards as many sunken trea- 
sures, as does the literary 
octopus. 


Fishermen fear the moray on 
a realistic basis. Flopping out its 
life in the bilge boards of a 
boat the moray will bite any- 
thing presented to its jaws. 


Wise fishermen crush its head 
as soon as it is boated. Roman 
historians relate that Nero 
threw slaves into pools of mo- 
rays to amuse his friends with 
the sight of human beings be- 
ing eaten alive. Whether true 
or not, this gave the moray a 
bad name for all time. Nero 
must have starved his morays 
until the fish had no choice of 
menu,

tales, I know of no reliable evi- 
dence of a barracuda attacking 
a diver, Many good-sized bar- 
racudas p us in the Red 
Sea, the Mediterranean and the 
tropical Atlantic. They gave no 
sign of aggressiveness. 


A diver is too busy avoiding 
a certain, truly dangerous un- 
dersea animal to fret over bar- 
racudas, The real-life peril of 
the deep is the commonplace 
urchin, a burrowing, thistle-like 
echinoderm with sharp, brittle 
spines, 


It is in no way aggressive. It 
is merely omnipresent. When 
one bumps into an urchin there 
is villain enough. Its spines 
penetrate the flesh and break 
off. They are difficult to re- 
move and may become infected. 
We keep a sharper eye out for 
sea urchins than for barracudas. 


A larger nuisance is the sting- 
ing jelly fish, whose vari-colored 
crystal cups hang in the water 
They 
are pleasingly patterned in dark 
blue, brown and yellow. Many 
varieties of them can deal a 
shocking sting. 


Two important enemies of 
undersea man are fire coral and 
sea poison ivy which inflict 
burns that may last for days. 

Such are some of the “mon- 
sters“ we have met. If none 
have eaten us, it is perhaps they 
have never read the instructions 
so generously provided in books 
of marine demonology. 

& * * 
HAVE kept a record of sharks 
I have met underwater. From 
the data, covering over 100 en- 
counters, I can offer two con- 
clusions: 
(1) The. better acquainted we 


become with sharks the less we 


know them. (2) One can never 
tell what a shark is going to do. 


One day Dumas and I were 
aqualunging off the Cape Ver- 
des, finishing an underwater 
movie of trigger fish when we 
were galvanized with ice-cold 
terror. What we saw made us 
feel that naked men really do 
not belong under the sea.
